Claim 57 (new) The method of claim 52, wherein the patient is suffering from 
obesity, type II diabetes, insulin resistance, hyperinsulinemia, glucose intolerance, 
hyperglycemia or metabolic syndrome. 

Claim 58 (new) The method of claim 56, wherein the patient is suffering from 
obesity, type II diabetes, insulin resistance, hyperinsulinemia, glucose intolerance, 
hyperglycemia or metabolic syndrome.
